3. Duplicating exploitation of foreign-language mterial of 
common intelligence interest often occurs where least expected. 
Prevalent procedure among intelligence officers of the agencies is 
photostating, or other costly reproduction and dissemination of 
foreign-language documents, many recipients of which then either 
translate themselves, or later send to FDD with duplicating requests 
for FDD translation. 


FDD fails frequently to minimize duplicating exploitation. 


Usually this is because translation projects contemplated or ini- 
tiated by other agencies are not fully listed for timely entry in 
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the CIA/FDD central translation file (DEX, 2b. above), because 
other translation activities do not consudt the 

dation Survey, or because the recosd at FOD is not consulted before 
translations are started.
